reached without a record vote. 
It 


will displace the shipping bill on 
the senate calendar, coming up as 
soon as the army and District of 
Columbia appropriations have been 
passed. 
The shipping measure will 


follow it In order, and the revenue 
will come next. • 


Majority Leader Kern outlined to 


the caucus the president's earnest 
request for a vote on the child labor 
bill before adjournment and read a 
flood of telegrams from Influential 
citizens throughout the country urg- 
ing its passage. 


Southern senators replied. Insist- 


ing that the caucus should stand on 
its former decision postponing con- 
sideration of the measure until De- 
cember. 
They made an appeal to 


the caucus for a declaration of prln- 
plcal that the child labor bill should 
be taken out of politics, sM reveal- 
ed the f»,*t that negotiations had 
been made with some of the republi- 


can senators after the recent demo- 
cratic caucus with a view of reach- 
ing an agreement for taking up the 
bill next session as a strictly non- 
partisan measure. 
. These plane, it was asserted in the 
caucus," were progressing favorably 
until President Wilson went to the 
capitol a week ago and made known 
to administration 
leaders his em- 


phatic desire for immediate action 
on child labor legislation. Republi- 
can senators who had agreed to let 
the bill go over then notified the 
democrats, it was said, that thev 
could not participate in any agree- 
ment for delay.

The following table shows how Lima compares with other smaller cities of the 


state in (1) tax duplicate or property valuation of the city, (2) the amount '.of school 
bonds issued in the last five years by a vote of the people for school improvements, (3) 
the amount of such school bond indebtedness of each city, (4) school enrollment and, 
(5) special features, such as auditorium, gymnasium and playground equipment. 


The last, school bond vote by the people of Lima was more than four years ago for 


$75,000. No bonds have been voted within the last four years, in which time the num- 
ber of children attending the Lima schools has increase*! 870; It will be noted from 
this table that this increase alone is larger than the total enrollment in the Delphos 
schools, which was 812 the past year. The fact that Lima has not bonded for school 
purposes for so many years and that each year adds from 200 to 400 children to the 
schools accounts for the present overcrowded conditions. Although the other cities in 
the list have a larger school indebtedness than has Lima. th« population in each is 
much smaller.

It should be noted that all cities in the above list, are much smaller than Lima. This 


is shown in their property valuation and school enrollment. 
Since the last census in 


1910 Lima has shown as much growth as any two of these, and yet she has contributed 
next to nothing for increasing the school buildings in which to house this largely in- 
creasing enrollment. 


It should be noted also that our school bonded indebtedness is the lowest in the 


list of these smaller cities. Experts have said that Lima school bonds should sell at a 
special premium, as no city school system in the state is in better financial condition 
from the standpoint of outstanding bonds. 


If the proposed bond issue carries, the Board of Education plans to include an 


auditorium and gymnasium for South High School and an auditorium, gynasium and 
a complete heating system for the present high school. There is not a city ^except Lima 
among the first twenty cities of the state but what has either an auditorium or gymnas- 
ium in their rity high schools. Even in the list of smaller cities it will be noted that 
almost all except .Lima have both the auditorium and gymnasium. In the matter of 
playgrounds Lima seems now to have an equipment almost equal to the best. These 
are at least free to the children of the city and should contribute to their physical 
growth through the regular school year as well as during the vacation. The superin- 
tendent of Elyria says that the supervision of playgrounds for the past three summers 
has revolutionized sports and this feature contributes toward better school work 
throughout the year. In Marion the schools have not assumed the responsibility for 
summer playgrounds because of lack of funds. At three buildings parents pay $1.00 for 
each child per season for equipment and instruction.

It should be noted that even the $75,000 issued almost five years ago for 


bonds in this city waa in the main for increasing the capacity of the high school, 
which has grown from 427 to an enrollmc-ot of 901 in twelve years. These later im- 
provements have been for meeting the ne^ds of the high school. As a result the. grade 
schools have gro\tn, but without additional buildings, until now the state officials re- 
port six out of the twelve grade schools so overcrowded as to require the removal of pu- 
pils unless the situation is relieved by vote of the people. Because of these overcrowd- 
ed'conditions and dangerous heating plants these schools should receive the first atten- 
tion of the Board of Education following the issue of bonds. According to the state- 
ment of the board all grade schools shall be corrected to conform to the code and to 
meet the needs of children in the city if the bonds carry. 


Lima has never had a gymnasium or auditorium in either its high school or grade 


schools. It is the exception, for all other cities have both. Tho bond issue will provide 
for these in both high schools

Un- 
der the guise of "ascertaining own-

Hun- 
dred* of gallons of gasoline, kero- 
sene and vinegar Here obtained in 
which to bathe the lousy and reluc- 
tant jieon, shower baths were erec- 
ted. Eteam chambers wer« obtained 
from the Mexican government, and 
within a few weeks a fairly effective 
quarantine was put into action. 


This quarantine IB primarily and 


principally a war upon the common 
louse, which is the only known car- 
rier of typhus. This dangerous dis- 
ease has always l>f>en present upon 
the Mexican plateau in the vicinity 
of Mexico City. 
During the war it 


has been steadily carried northward 
by the a mitts, and la now a continu- 
ous menace along the border. 
Ev- 


ery Mexican whoso personal effects 
and adornments include one or more 
lice is a possible carrier of typhus. 
The batting average of the louse in 
northern 
Mexico 
may 
be Judged 


from the fact that of 1850 Mexicans 
who were treated at BI Paso one 
week, 1800 had to be bathed in 
gasoline and vinegar to rid them of 
these vermin. 


Every Mexican who crosses the 


line by one 
of 
the International 


bridges 
IB inspected as a possible 


carrier of typhus. If he is found to 
be one, he must either go through 
the process prescribed by the publla 
heilth servlco, or return to his na- 
tive land. 
A good many go back. 


and none of them scorn to enjuy th» 
disliireeling procehs. 
in addition to 


taking a bath in gasoline and vine- 
gar, they arc vaccinated and given 
a shower bath—the latter a com- 
plete novelty and a good deal of a 
shock to most of them. 


In this way, nearly all of those 


who cross the International bridges 
are pretty thoroughly disinfected: 
but the quarantine cannot be made 
perfect for two reasons. In the first 
place, perfect 
quarantine 
against 


typhus would necessitate a twelve- 
day detention to see whether any 
symptoms developed. 
This is im- 


possible. 
To feed and house every 


Mexican who crossed 
the line for 


twelve days would be a tremendous 
expense, and would amount to feed- 
ing a largo part of the population 
of northern Mexico. 
For whenever 


a Mexican needed 
twelve days of 


free board, he would merely have 
to cross the border, and a few lice 
would always serve as a meal ticket. 
So detention is out of tho question. 


Again, with 
a 
border eighteen 


hundred miles long, marked by an 
imaginary line or by a river which 
may be waded, swum or crossed in 
a boat, it is impossible to stop any 
man who is really determined to 
cross the border unobserved. 
It is 


a well known fact that there is con- 
stant surreptitious crossing of the 
Mexican border 
to evade customs 


and immigration laws. 
No doubt 


the United States quarantine is to 
some extent 
evaded 
in the same 


way. However, the quarantine, con- 
sidering its 
necessary limitations, 


has been remarkablj cffrctue. 
The 


public health officers 
were on the 


ground promptly, after the disease 
reached tho border, and fought its 
spread from the first. This natur- 
ally gave them a great advantage, 
for if tho dibojse hud once gotten a 
oocl start in this country, it would 


have been too latu for quarantine 
measures. 


As it is, the disease has appear- 


ed, sporadically upon this side of 
he border, but almost exclusively 
among Mexicans. 
Sixty cases were 


reported from Kl I'aso county in six 
nonths, and there have also been 
cases in other partb of Texas, and 
n New Mexico and 
Arizona 
No 


epidemic ls feared oil this side, how- 
ever, as long as infected Mexicans 
are prevented from 
crossing the 


jnrdor in any considerable numbers 


Typhus, which has destroyed so 


many Ihes in \\ ar-ntlilon countries, 
h like bubonic plague in that it is 
comejed exclusively by the blood 
if the infected person. None of the 
excretions are dangerous as in ty- 
phodi, anil most of the other com- 
municable diseases. So far the louse 
h the only carrier known. 
Hence, 


.vhile it quickly becomes a menace 
in military camps, it is not apt to 
hproad far amoiiK a clean and pros- 
perous civil population. 


No less important than tho dlstn- 


tectinn or the immigrant is the dh- 
intuctiou of his ilothir.g, in gu.ud- 


g against tins disease 
For this 


purpose, the 
public health service 


now has steam chambers at Kl Paso, 
ICaglc Pass 
Laredo 
and firo\\ns- 


villo. 
A great majorltj of the Mexi- 


cans cros^ the liver at these points 
Smaller towns, such as Roma, Ilio 
(.Jraide. and Hidalgo, are ilso watch- 
ed, and gasoline used on both the 
travclei and his clothing. 
Except 


for the high pi ice of gasoline, the 
maintenance 
of 
this 
quarantine 


would not be very expensive. 
Two 


men have done all of tho work at 
Kl 1'aso, even during the rush that 
to'ilovved tho C.irrizal incident. 


The United States government is 


doing Mexuo one good turn by this 
quarantine.. It is vaccinating a very 
considerable percentage of tho pop- 
ulation of northern Mexico against 
smallpox. 
This disease has always 


been a scourge In Mexico. 
It kills 


great numbers of children, and the 
pitted fnco 
is 
Btrikingly common 


among tho poont. The public health 
vaccine points 
every 
year on the 


Mexican border. 
This ran hardly 


fail to cut down tho prevalence of 
the, disease in Mexico to a very con 
sidcrablo extent.

BERLIN, July 22.—Prince Miguel

In public affairs, where taxes and bud- 


gets and bonds are devised for the proper 
expenditure of the taxpayer's assessment, 
business should be conducted in a systematic 
way.
